SHARP PRACTICE, AND NO EFFECTS. 


Dun the last week, the public have been 
rather disagreeably reminded of the fact that her 
Majesty’s Government is constructed of incon- 
gruous materials. There cannot be a doubt that, 
— qustaetias least, one portion of 
the Cabinet is in closer contact with some ex- 
traneous influence than will consist with internal 
harmony and strai rward ings. Their 
councils are liable to be obtruded upon by after- 
thoughts, and the policy upon which they had 
determined, and to which the sanction of the 
House of Commons had been solemnly affixed, is 
plainly open to disturbance from causes which 
even the uninitiated will instantly recognise. 
In short, the Church has a leverage in the Ad- 
ministration—and, when it suits the purpose of 
her rulers, she avails herself of it to overturn all 
matters in progress which appear to threaten her 
exclusive interests. 

So it has happened in the case of the Clergy 
Reserves (Canada) Bill. This measure, as origi- 
nally framed, was all that could be wished. The 
first clause of the Bill authorized the Canadian 
Legislature to deal with the Reserves just as they 
please—to retain them or to part with fhem, to 
continue the appropriation of them to religious 
uses, or to secularize them. The second clause 
provided for the satisfaction of life interests. 
The third and last clause repealed such parts of 
the Act of 1840 as made the Consolidated Fund 
of this country responsible for deficiencies when 
the annual sum realized from the Reserves fell 
short of £7,700 for the clergy of the Church of 
England in Canada, and £1,580 for the clergy of 
the Church of Scotland. This last clause, ten 
days after a second reading of the Bill by a ma- 
jority of 83, Ministers intimated their intention 
of striking out in committee. 


The eighth clause of the Act of 1840 (3 and 4 
Vict. e. 78) was, it appears, the result of the then 
Archbishop of Canterbury's prudence. The Act 
gave power to the Canadian Legislature to sell 
all their reserved lands, and to divide the interest 
accruing from an investment of the proceeds, 
among certain sects, the Church of England, of 
course, being authorized to take the lion’s share. 
At the time of the passing of this Act, the 
amount received by the clergy of the Church of 
England in Canada was £7,700—and by the 
clergy of the Church of Scotland, £1,580. The 
Archbishop, fearing a possible depreciation in the 
property, when made over to exclusively Canadian 
management, took the precaution of obtaining a 
guarantee for those sums, as a minimum, and 
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fixed the charge of all deficiencies on the Con- 
solidated Fund. Till now, no deficiency what- 
ever has arisen, and the original intention of 
the measure now before Parliament was to with-

During the lives of the present incumbents, the 
second clause of the Bill makes them ible 
for the satisfaction of all legal demands. But as 
those lives drop in, the old guarantee of 1840 
was to be called into play, and, in the end, our 
Consolidated Fund was to be saddled in per 
petuity with a yearly charge of £9,280, for the 
maintenance in Canada of Church of England, 
and Church of Scotland, clergy. The entire 
amount now divided between them is about 
double that sum—and it is that when 
the Colony cuts off altogether, the 
mother country shall remain pledged for ever to 
make good to them fully one-half the deficiency. 

It will be seen by a reference to our Parlia- 
mentary Notes that this scandalous violation by 
Ministers of good faith with their own sup- 
porters — this cool and remorseless sacrifice of 
their party at the shrine of ecclesiastical extor- 
tion—was not permitted to pass without censure. 
At one moment, indeed, on Friday night, Go- 
vernment were placed in serious peril, and had 
Mr. Disraeli persisted in moving that the Chair- 
man report progress, they would probably have 
been left in an inglorious minority. As it was, 
108 votes, given chiefly by their friends, were 
recorded against their timid subservieney to 
High Church apprehensions—and their majority 
was principally made up by the votes of their 
bitterest foes. The division has done more to 
damage them than anything which has occurred 
since their elevation to office. The members who 
have hitherto been at their back, and upon whom 
they must needs rely in pinching times, are not 
disposed to put up quietly with being thus fur- 
tively “sold.” Lord John Russell may be as- 
sured that he will not be allowed to play over 
again the game of his former Administration— 
and if he chooses to outrage the convictions, and 
play with the feelings, of those upon whom his 
tenure of office rests, he may confidently expect 
to be left to his own strength, when next he tries 
a fall with the Opposition. 

One would naturally suppose, that when a 
Cabinct, famed for their administrative talent, 
ventured upon the “sharp practice” we have 
abeve described, they would have taken care, at 
least, to secure the object they had in view. We 
rejoice to believe, however, that, in the present 
case, the blunder has been equal to the crime. 
The eighth clause of the Act of 1840 prescribes 
the mode in which, and the circumstances under 
which, a deficiency shall be made good by the 
Consolidated Fund, in terms so precise, that it is 
clear, upon examination, that it will be wholly 
ineffective in the event of the secularization of

STATE ENDOWMENTS IN NATAL. 


Two or three years ago the infant colon

gradual relaxation of the interest for- 
merly felt in this colony. 

Circumstances now promise to excite once 
more renewed attention, and to turn all eyes in 
the direction of Natal. This time, however, our 
minds are not to be captivated by the splendid 
descriptions of “ pleasant dreamers,” nor our 
admiration awakened by the successful exploits 
of “ practical men” attempting to lay the founda- 
tions of future ity by the cultivation of 
sugar and cotton, but we are to look at a com- 
munity distracted by internal feuds, its peace 
destroyed—not by the incursions (as once was 
feared) of savage hordes, but by clerical cupi- 
dity and Government donatives. Natal papers 
of November and December show how this de- 
plorable result has been produced. The Bishop 
of Cape Town, who exercises, for the present, 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction over the Natal district, © 
appears to have laid before the Home Govern- 
ment a well-concocted, and probably well-meant 
scheme, for “ the natives. He pro- 
poses ultimately to divide the colony into ten 
divisions, and establish in each an “ educational 
and industrial institution.” These “institutions” — 
are to be furnished, of course, with the necessary 
clerical functionaries, and to be endowed by the 
State to the extent of £300 each per annum. In 
the first instance, however, the bishop, with ten- 
tative moderation, to commence with 
the establishment of three “ institutions,” and an 
annual grant of £900 for five years. 


The Bishop's suggestions were acquiesced in by 
Lord Derby's Government, and Sir John Paking- 
ton forwarded instructions to the local authorities 
to include the proposed grant in the estimates 
of the colony for the ensuing year. This was in- 
tended to prepare the way for the payment of 
the endowment out of the local taxes, 
and by grants of Crown lands. No sooner was 
it known in Natal that such instructions had been 
received, and the £900 accordingly placed in the 
estimates, than the clerical sharks of other 
churches, who had been anxiously watching for 
some time for a morsel of State- pay, and some of 
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whom have already had small “ grants,” imme- 
diately beset the Legislative Council with com- 
plaints of the partiality shown to the Episcopal 
Church, and applications for a share of the £900! 
First among the claimants was the Rev. W. 
Campbell, Presbyterian minister, and he was so 
quickly followed by half-a-dozen Wesleyan mi- 
nisters that his and their petitions were presented 
at the same meeting of Council, November 22nd. 
These memorialists complain, that while their 
own previously expressed wishes for increased 
Government aid had been the local 
Government had consented to “ place on the esti- 
mates for the ensuing year the sum of £900 as 
an annual grant for the endowment of three edu- 
cational and industrial institutions, under the 
exclusive control and management of the Bishop 
of Cape Town, or the future Bishop of Natal.”

THE CANADIAN BILL AND THE MINISTRY. 
To the Editor of the Nonconformist. 


‘looming in the distance.” That, however, might 
perhaps be regarded as the ventilation of an abstract 
principle rather than as a matter of practical and present 
interest. But the division and debate on Friday last, on 
the third clause“ of, the Clergy Reserves Bill, was as 


“ practical” an affair as could be desired, exposing the 
Government to defeat, and doing it the greatest amount 
of damage it has yet suffered during its brief career. 

There had been scarcely a previous whisper of opposi- 
tion to the intended Ministerial compromise, but I believe 
that the Anti-state-church Association privately “ whip- 
ped-up” the Dissenting members and others likely to 
vote with them, and 80, on a division; 110 members,“ 
including tellers, recorded their votes against the Minis- 
try, nearly the whole of them being among its usual 
supporters. It was in fact saved not by but from its 
friends; for had the 84 Tories who voted against them 
only walked out of the House without voting, the mem- 
bers of the Government would have gone to their beds 
that Saturday morning beaten men; their own party 
leaving them in a minority of 16! 

But, if accident saved the Ministry in the division, there 
was no such interposition in the debate. Lord John Rus- 
sell both looked and spoke as though he knew what was 
coming, and felt that it was deserved. Mr. Gladstone's 
special pleading fell flatly upon the House, which usually 
receives his impressive and mellifluous periods with re- 
sponsive plaudits. When Disraeli, with a sardonic smirk, 
expressed a desire to know what Sir William Molesworth 
thought of the Ministerial dodge, that right honourable 
baronet looked pleasantly at his questioner, but prudently 
held his peace, All the speaking, it will have been ob- 
served, was against the Government proposition; and, 
but for the lateness of the hour, there would have been 
more of it, for at one time Mr. Hadfield, Mr. Fox, and 
Mr. Hume, were upon their legs together. 

The division list on this occasion should be catefully 
studied by Dissenting electors represented by Liberal 
members. They will see that the metropolitan members 
failed to render aid which is usually looked for from 
them on such occasions. Thus, both the members for 
Finsbury (Duncombet and Challis), and for Marylebone 
(Hall and Stuart), the one Liberal member for Green- 
wich (Montagu Chambers), and one of the Westminster 
members (Evans), were absent. The members for South- 
wark and the Tower Hamlets voted against each other 
(Pellatt and Clay voting right); and both the members 
for Middlesex voting with the Government. So, too, did 
Locke King, the member for East Surrey, and Mr, 
Whalley, the new and professedly Radical member for 
Peterborough. Maurice O0 Connell separated himself 
from his colleagues, and said “No” instead of “ Aye ;“ 
but against this may be set off the votes of the Derbyite 
members, Lord II.

Let our representatives display firmness, courage, 
and consistency, and every session of Parliament will 
augment their power.

The repast 
heing over, after praise and prayer, Mr. Hare, one of the 
do con, read and presented to Dr. Cox a well-written 
naldress, congratulating him on the event> The address 
stated, that Dr. Cox had presided over the church and 
congregation for forty-two years; that during his 
ministry their present place of worship had been 
erected and fille:! ; and that of all the eminent men 
wha occupied the Nonconformist pulpits “of this 
village” in their younger days, he alone remained. 
‘The following is an extract from the address :— 

You have identified your name with the Baptist deno- 
mination. In its general councils yours has been a con- 
spicuous share ; its rising ministry counts amongst 
its most respected tutors ; and, when time shall have at 
length effaced the lingering tradition of such labours, to 
future generations you will still be known as the faithful 
and sympathizing historian of the greatest ionary 
achievements of the modern church.

Parliamentary Proceedings, 


ELECTION COMMITTEE LAW, 

In the House of Commons, on Wednesday, Sir J- 
Pakineron called attention to a difficulty w had 
arisen under the provisions of the Controverted Elec- 
tions Act, with reference to the further action of the 
Rye Election Committee, owing to the absence of two 
of its members, He pro to obviate the difficulty 


by moving that, upon re-assembling of the com- 
— which must take place within fourteen days, 
three be the quorum. 


After some consideration of the point, the Speaker, 
admitting that the case was a very complicated one, 
stated, as the result of advice and consideration, that, 
after an election committee had made its re 
though for the of further inquiry it retained 
the power of 8 witnesses upon oath, and of 
sending for papers, in other respects it was reduced to 
an ordinary committee, and was no longer an election 
committee. At the same time, the act intended that 
eee. 
as 


forthwith, and authorize the sitting of the committee 
during the recess. 

This suggestion was adopted, and the two members 
were ordered to attend on Friday. 


COUNTY RATES AND EXPENDITURE BILL. 


On the order for the committal of this bill, Sir J. 
PAKINGTON moved its postponement until the 13th of 
April, to afford time for the courts of quarter-sessions 
to consider the bill. Mr. M. Gmsox, believing that 
the county magistracy had had ample opportunities 
for understanding the scope and character of the 
measure, resisted the postponement. After a number 
of short speeches for and against the proposition, it 
was withdrawn, and the House went into committee. 

Upon the fourth clause, enacting that the county 
financial board, with certain exceptions, shall consist 
of persons chosen by the elected members of the board 
of guardians and by the guardians of the poor, Sir J. 
PaKINGTON moved to include the justices duly quali- 
fied to act in each county. He showed that under the 
bill there would be 400 magistrates excluded in Lan- 
cashire, 90 in Oxfordshire, and 140 in Worcestershire. 
He characterised the bill as democratic, and censured 
the Government fur weakly yielding to the democratic 
spirit. Mr. M. Grason ined to assent to this 
amendment, as fatal to the bill, being inconsistent 
with the representative principle upon which it was 
founded. It would be an homeopathic dose of de- 
mocracy to send the representatives of thirteen unions 
to meet, perhaps to oppose, 583 magistrates. The 
amendment was supported by Mr. HxNLET, Mr. Buck, 
Mr. Drummonp, . Fettowes, Mr. Mires, and 
other hon. members; and opposed by Mr. Hume and 
Lord Patmerston; but, on the motion of Mr. 
Spooner, the Chairman was ordered, without a 
division, to report progress, and the House resumed. 


THE SIX-MILE-BRIDGE AFFRAY. 


Thursday was given up to a debate among the 
Irish and legal members of the present — late 
Government on this melancholy business. 

Mr. Napier, in a very long speech, based on a 
motion for papers, quoted largely from the evidence 
taken at the coroner’s inquest—set forth that the 
voters on the cars were under military protection from 
the fury of their opponents; that the priests excited 
the people to riot; that the soldiers fired in self- 
defence; that a verdict of “wilful murder” was in- 
consistent with the evidence; that the soldiers ought 
to have received constitutional protection, instead of 
being subjected to a Government ution; and 
demanded that an inquiry should be instituted, that 
the ringleaders and prime movers might be brought to 
justice. When he was Attorney-General for Ireland, 

e determined to prosecute the 44 not because 
they were priests, but because the violated the 
law. Lord Aberdeen had that there should 
be no difference between the soldier and the priest; 
a sound constitutional doctrine, which had not been 
acted on. Ten soldiers and one magistrate had been 
proceeded * but neither the priests nor the 
ringleaders been indicted. The name of the 
Rev. Father Bourke had been put on the back of the 
bill of indictment as a witness, although that of the 
officers had been omitted; and Mr. Bourke was thus 
indirectly protected from indictment. Altogether, it 
was a case which demanded inquiry. 

Mr. FirzGeRavp gave another version of the story, 
and he also found proof in the evidence at the inquest. 
The voters were given in charge of the soldiers that 
they might be made to vote for the landlord’s candi- 
date; the appearance of the soldiers at Six-mile-bridge, 
under the command of a partisan istrate, caused 
the riot; the soldiers fired without cole and partly 
on a flying crowd; the mili and legal authorities 
had obstructed the administration of justice as much 
as possible; the Attorney-General for Ireland was a 
public prosecutor, and had no option about prosecutin 
the soldiers after the late Attorney-General had fail 
to quash the coroner’s proceedings. The priests had 
not been prosecuted because there was not enough of

WEEKLY PARLIAMENTARY NOTES. 


A WEARISOME day for the House of Commons 
was Wednesday last. Dulness reigned, and that, 
too, for the express purpose of wearing out, if 
possible, good intentions. The subject was Mr. 
Milner Gibson's Bill for the establishment of 
County Financial Boards, and rr John Paking- 
ton, as a Chairman of Quarter Sessions, and as 
a leader of his brethren, was quite in his element. 
Nobody can make vexatious opposition more 
vexatious than he. Within a small sphere he is 
sharp, querulous, and wonderfully assuming. 
And Mr. Henley is a worthy lieutenant, 
solemn, prosy, and obstinate. These gen 
tlemen led on the country squires to a sort of 
guerilla warfare on Mr. Gibeon’s Bill. First 
they argued for its postponement until after the 
Assizes. Defeated in this, they occupied an hour 
or two in endeavouring to treat Sussex as two 
counties—and, lastly, overhauled the consti- 
tution of the proposed From half-past 
twelve to half-past five, they hammered away at 
one or other of these points, repeating scores 
of times the same things, going over and 
over again the same ground, and displaying a 
cool indifference to time, common sense, and 
senatorial propricty, merely to obstruct a measure 
which they are unable to defeat. were a 
minority, and they knew it—but they stretched 
the privileges of a minority to the utmost possi- 
ble extent, with a view of wearing out their 
opponent. Mr. Milner Gibson, however, was not 
to be thus baffled. With the utmost good 
temper he sat out every attack, contenting him- 
self now and then with letting fly a shaft of wit 
which would have penetrated any but 
a Chairman at Quarter Sessions. The Bill con- 
tains above 150 clauses, we think, and the Com- 
mittee have not yet got the fourth. 

Thursday was St. Patrick's Day, and, accord- 
ingly, was devoted to an Irish row. The Bix 
mile Bridge tragedy was the theme of legal 
oratory. There were about six speeches delivered. 
The case came on at six o'clock, and lasted 
till two o'clock the next morning. Mr. Napier, 
Mr. Fitzgerald, Mr. Whiteside, and Sir J. Young, 
were the chief speakers, and marvellously diffe- 
rent were their several statements of the facts of 
the case.

CurisTMAs and Easter—winter and spring—a

e are reluctant to judge the Government by 
what they have as yet done. We must still “ wait 
a little longer.” Perhaps, they hold something 
good in reserve. It may be that we are destined 
to draw satisfaction out of the Budget. Parlia- 
ment may comfort themselves with the forthcom- 
ing measure for National Education e know 

beforehand that we can do no such thing. Such 
being the case, we fear it may be said to us, as 
it is often said by an unpretending hostess, “ You 
see your dinner.” If so, always excepting the 
Budget, which may gratify us in the way of sur- 
prise, we must say, the fare is but scanty and not 
over good of its kind. If this is all, it is little 
enough, besides being underdone. 

Ministers have been prompt enough in securing 
their estimates. The Army, the Navy, and the 
Ordnance, are provided for until this time next year. 
Thanks to the panic-mongers, and to the name of 
the deceased Duke of Wellington, this was no diffi- 
cult nor wearisome task. Government had but 
to ask and have. Let us do them the justice to 
say, that they asked less than would have been 
eagerly given them. So far, they are entitled to 
thanks. Their charge for the political repast 
which they have spread before the country is 
more moderate than might have been expected— 
but high enough when considered in reference to 
the two dishes they have as yet put before us. 

To begin with the Jew Bill, which now stands 
for a third reading. It was put on the table with 
a flourish which might much better have becoine 
a thorough measure. We are not sure whether 
“civil and religious liberty ” gains or loses by it. 
It emancipates with one hand, and it binds with 
another. It takes off one disability, and it imposes 
several.

It is an enactment of a 
sound principle placed in a setting of exceptions 
to it. It pretends confidence, but it is full of 
the narrowest suspicions. The hands are those 
of Esau, but the voice is that of Jacob.

of liberality and intolerance. Such as it is, 
however, it is generally understood that it will 
not pass through the House of Lords. Govern-

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FIRE AT WINDSOR CASTLE.

His Royal Highness Prince Albert personally superin- 
tended the measures adopted on the occasion, and to 
his coolness and judgment much of the good order 
which prevailed is attributed. 

The whole of the valuable furniture of the Red 
Drawing-room, which was placed in great jeopardy, 
was carefully removed by the soldiers and the Lord 
Chamberlain’s men—an operation of no ordinary diffi- 
culty, bat which was, nevertheless, performed in a 
very few minutes, and without a single breakage. 

the articles thus removed were some magnifi- 
cent China vases, a few and one gold vase, 
said to be worth 4 10,000. Even to the carpet, every- 
thing was saved. The safety of the jewelled armoury 
excited some apprehension. So precious is this collec- 
tion deemed, that it is never shown to the public ; and 
the Lord Chamberlain, even, has no power to grant 
admissions to it. It consists of two small apartments, 
and that nearest the Octagon-room had its contents 
removed into the ong further-back. The wonderful 
jewelled bird of Tippoo Saib has seldom been in greater 
peril than on this occasion. 

In a v few minutes after the alarm was first 
given, the Fusileer Guards, 700 strong, had “ doubled” 
to the Castle, and the 2nd Life Guards, under the 
command of Colonel Williams, followed with their 
barrack-engine. The soldiers behaved manfully, some 
mounting roof of the tower, some removing the 
furniture with the utmost care from the apartments 
contiguous to the conflagration, while others were 
using their utmost exertions at the engines, At about 
eleven the fire was at its height; at two o’clock in the 
morniffg the fire was partially got under, but it was not 
totally extinguished before four o’clock, There was a 
plentiful supply of water. The fire.is said to have 
originated from a furnaco- flue, situated at the basement 
of the Prince ot Wales’s Tower, for the purpuse of 
heating the air which warms the Gothic Dining-room 
and many other apartments in this tower. e 

The damage caused by the fire turns out to be much 
less extensive than was at first supposed. Some half- 
dozen small bedrooms for domestics in the Prince of 
Wales’s Tower have been destroyed, and the furniture 
of two or three more has suffered in the course of re- 
moval. Half the decorated ceiling of the Gothic 
Dining-room has been burnt, and the rest is, no doubt, 
so much injured that the whole must be pulled down. 
But the side walls of this fine apartment remain un- 
impaired; the handsome mirrors with which they are 
ornamented have not been in the least degree damaged, 
and, with the exception of a single pane, which seems 
to have been cracked by a blow, plate glass win- 
dows are still perfectly entire.

Dr. Hamilton has a staple argument against 
all objectors, before he takes up specific objections 
and di their details. It is in substance 
this,—A revelation was necessary,—a revelation 
has been given,—it is contained in the Bible,— 


therefore, whatever difficulties may arise from 
scientific discovery, whatever oppositions may be 
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docasioned, the assertions of the Bible must be 
unhesitatingly received, for they are infallible. 
And so little, as it seems to us, dots he apprehend 
the gist of the question as between Revelation and 
Science, that he says—“ if the teachings of geology 
were actually inconsistent with the Bible state- 
ment, when rightly understood, I, for one, would 
unhesitatingly reject geology, and keep to Moses.” 
It is not because we differ from Dr. Hamilton on 
particular points that we are unable to praise his 
book ; but because it is an inconsistent and incon- 
clusive book. What a capacity of making out 
possibilities—or rather impossibilities—is dis- 
played in the following passage, which closes an 
argument for the universality of the Deluge!

Dr. Hamilton's personal speculations seem to 
be generally of the same capacious kind. In 
treating of the unity of the human race,” he 
cuts his way through all the physiological objec- 
tions by propounding that—

Dre were destined.” N 

He professes to derive this conclusion from “a 
more attentive consideration of the sacred 
record,”—but tho fact is, he removes a supposed 
difficulty felt by science to a Bible statement, by 
a gratuitous supposition which involves a diffi- 
culty vastly greater! And the real solution is 
lost through his ignorance. Had he known the 
latest results of inquiry prosecuted by one omi- 
nent physiologist alone, M. Fleurens, he might 
have denied and disproved the assumed fact of a 
specific difference of structure in any varioty of 
the human species; and he might then have 
carried his argument to completion in the words 
of this physiologist—himself once of the contrary 
opinion—that “the human race is primitively 
and essentially one.” 

We have not tho ight it necessary to name all 
Dr. Hamilton's topics, and we dare not attempt 
to enumerate his authoritics. It is a well-meant, 
but useless book. We have been uncommonly 
sorry to see it praised by religious journalists, for 
we are persuaded it is likely to furnish a pretext 
to the confidence, and to provoke the ridicule, of 
the dilettante part of scientific sceptics. 


Chapman's Library for the People :— 
The Soul; its Sorrows and its Aspirations. By F. W. 
Newman. 3rd edition. (No. IV.) 
Christian Theisem. By C. C. Hennes. 2nd edition- 
Historical Sketches 4 the Old Painters. By the 
Author of “ Three Experiments of Living.” 
London: John Chapman, 142, Strand. 

Wuen Mr. Chapman commenced this publication, we 
expressed a hope that the first two volumes might be 
taken as representative of the character of the series; 
and that, consisting of works of literary interest, without 
the intrusion of such as are theological or controversial, 
it might prove to be truly a “ Library for the People,” to 
be commended, without reserve or limitation, to all. 
Our hope is disappointed. We certainly cannot think 
Mr. Newman’s writings suited to the People, for reasons 
quite apart from our dissatisfaction with their contents, 
Any just appreciation of Mr. Newman's theories and 
arguments implies a degree of culture not possessed by 
common readers—an acquaintance with metaphysical 
speculation, and the possession of a certain amount of 
scholarship,—the latter especially being indispensable 
to the judgment of those historical and critical questions 
explicitly mooted by Mr. Newman in many parts of his 
writings, and involved in all, as to the claims of Chris- 
tianity to be the absolute religion, and of the Bible to 
contain a revelation from God. Mr. Newman may reply, 
that that cannot be of the essence of religion which re- 
quires elaborate historical investigation and critical 
ingenuity for its maintenance. We may grant it,—but 
the admission does not at all limit or weaken our asser- 
tion, that a new “natural history of the soul,” which | 


Contradicts the faith and feeling of universal Christendom, 
denies the facts, and rejects the settled opinions, as false, 
which the whole Western World for eighteen hundred 
years has held to be incontestibly true—this does involve 
some questions not patent to the solution of intellects 
little trained and but partially informed. Persons desti- 
tute of such special culture can form no independent 
conclusions, ahd must inevitably receive Mr. New- 
man’s criticisms and opinions without reason, or 
reject them without reason. Although Mr. New- 
man has introduced a new preface and prelimi- 
nary remarks into this third edition. we do not see that 
he has modified or cleared up at all his position as gene- 
rally cstimated. The closing words of that new preface 
are—* To take on ourselves the responsibility of avowing 
that all the words bound up between certain lids are ab- 
solute Truth,—to guarantee all the consequences that 
follow from such a dogma,—this is extremely audacious ; 
as everybody at once feels it if applied to any new ex- 
ample. The audacity and presumption of bidding men 
to run all risks of pernicious error, in accepting the 
words of a book as all divine, certainly is not obviated 
by the fact that the book is old and foreign, and its origin 
thereby somewhat obscured.” This is very boldly unfair, 
—and Mr. Newman, we fear, knew it was so, when he 
wrote it; for it is impossible that he should not know 
that he has put one particular view of the Bible—namely, 
its verbal inspiration—for the general proposition, that it 
contains a revelation from God; and it is impossible that 
he should not see that his last sentence assumes the very 
point in dispute—whether a unique character belongs to 
Tue Boox, and whether there is evidence, not “ obscure” 
but clear, sufficient to prove it ? 

Of Mr. Hennell’s Christian Theism—which is a reprint 
without additions—we can only say, that who wills is 
welcome to accompany him in his chosen task—one which 
faith and experience alike pronounce a supererogatory 
and hopeless labour—of tracing “the direction which the 
religious sentiments of men may be expected to take, 
after the relinquishment of their belief in miraculous reve- 
lations.” 

The’ Sketches of the Old Painters will be pretty widely 
known as the work of a popular American authoreas, 
and deserving to be included in such a library, although 
previously published here in another form.

Biocraruy ought to be universally interesting. The 
most common- place life contains combinations of circum- 
stances, and develops idiosyncrasies of character, which 
are unique, In a psychological point of view, therefore, 
every body's story, if fairly told, is worth the telling, the 
life of most incident, and strongest individuality, being 
best fitted to interest and instruct.— Beſore us is a story 
of a life, told with an almost Defoe-like simplicity, and 
bearing marks, in the total absence of melo-dramatic 
effecta, either of truth, or of consummate art. It is the 
life of a journeyman printer in French and English 
offices, with glimpses of a clergyman’s studious house in 
the country,—of the interior of a great and infinitely 
horrible public school, and of the author’s quiet home. 
The reader looks on scenes which novelty, oddity, and 
graphic narrative render highly amusing. The author 
meets with odd adventures and odd companions, tries 
many varieties of employment, and undergoes some 
varieties of fortune; throughout he shows courage, 
patience, and good temper, and lives to tell his tale 
without affectation, with modesty and good sense, He 
is far from being, and still farther from wishing to be 
made, a pattern; but the thorough manliness which his 


course exhibits, is no bad subject for a young man's 


contemplation. The book has all the interest of a novel, 

with a calm, healthy tone of sentiment, and practical 

views of human life, which the best novels generally 
lack. Sensible readers, who have not acquired an East- 

Indian taste in fiction—a relish for none but highly 

spiced products of the imagination, will enjoy it ex- 

tremely.

Very seldom has such a school-book as this been 

written. The best of them are in general mere co.lec- 

tions of facts, more or less accurate and interesting. 

Here, however, is a book of a different kind—one which 

proposes to stimulate thought and form taste. The 

author says, “having much faith in the vigour of youth- 
ful intelligence, and a strong desire to aid in the right 
guidance of youthful feeling, 1 have not shrunk from 
availing myself freely of the opportunities, furnished 
profusely by a theme so noble, for endeavouring to 
prompt active thinking and to awaken refined and 
elevating sentiments. I have frequently invited the 


— 


student to reflect how closely the world of letters is 
related, in all its regions, to that world of reality and 
action in the midst of which it comes into being: how 
Literature is, in its origin, an effusion and perpetuation 
of human thoughts, and emotions, and wishes; how it 
is, in its processes, an art which obeys a consistent and 
philosophical theory; how it is, in its effects, one of the 
highest and most powerful of those influences, that have 
been appointed to rule and change the social and moral 
life of man.“ 

The study of language has hitherto wholly superseded 
that of literature. Books, as such, have been to school- 
boys collections of words to be spelt and defined,—of 
sentences to be grammatically analyzed. To cali their 
attention to the thoughts, to give them a perception of 
the beauty of a metaphor, and to teach them even to 
analyze it reflectively, is an attempt wholly novel. 
Perhaps it is an attempt which will not be extensively 
made, and being made, will, in the present state of 
school-education in Great Britain, fail. But there is 
another class of persons, those who have left school, and 
exchanged school exercises of memory for valuntary 
excursions into the fields of literature, who will appreciate 
and profit by Professor Spalding’s labours.——The plan 
of the work comprehends an outline of the origin and 
growth of the English Language, a historical survey of 
English Literature, beginning with Anglo-Saxon times, 
with short notices of some standard works, extracts, and 
in the case of more recent works, criticism, and hints as 
to the theoretical laws on which criticism should be 
founded.——This plan is executed with minute accuracy 
and elegance, fulness of detail never interfering with the 
graceful flow of the narrative, or being sacrificed to it. 
Professor Spalding had high and unusual qualifications 
for his task,—the familiar knowledge and love of his 
subject which grow out of many years’ professional 
labour at it. Such guidance is infinitely pleasanter than 
a mere compiler’s; all that he says has the charm of a 
freshness and originality which arrest the attention and 
awaken the sympathy of the reader. Thebook has even 
higher qualities, which will obtain him a hearing among 
a different class than that to which we have commended 
it, in its delicately discriminating criticism, and a style 
which reflects not a little of the polish of the great works 
of which he writes.

Locomotive Expiosion xD Loss or Lire at 
Baionrox.— Within nine days after five men perished 
at Manchester by the explosion of an old worn-out 
engine, three men are torn to pieces at Brighton by 
the failure of another old engine. On Thursday morn- 
ing, the engine was about to be attached to a train 
which leaves Brighton at seven o'clock, for Littlehamp- 
ton; there were three people on the engine—driver, 
stoker, and engine-fitter; the locomotive was rent 
asunder with frightful forte, and the metal fragments 
were hurled through the roof of the shed. As to the 
unfortunate men, suffice it to say that they were torn 
to pieces, and that some of human fragments 
were found in a strect three hundred yards from the 
station. The passengers were dreadfully alarmed, but 
not hurt. At the first sitting of the inquest, Mr. 
Craven, locomotive superintendent, stated that the 
engine was built in 1840, “ but had been patched and 
patched till it had been nearly rebuilt.” On the 4th 
of March an i pronounced it “perfect.” It 
had run 95,000 miles, but they expected 300,000 
miles from an engine before parting with it. In 1840. 
boilers were made with 5-16th —— but now with 
7-16th. They do not put new boilers into engines; 
when a boiler has worn out two new boxes and two 
new sets of tubes, the engine is given up. He be- 
lieved that this accident arose from the safety-valve 
being unduly pressed down.
